This strategy called for afforestation and forest 
restoration activities, treatment of soil and rain water 
on watershed basis, stabilization of watersheds 
regaining of the lost ayacut in various eationl 
projects,large, medium and minor and augmentation 
of drinking water supply sources, not forgetting 
intensification of agriculture and health services. 
While these measures create permanent assets of 
drought proofing nature, they also generate enough 
employment opportunities to the rural workers in 
drought-prone areas. Work is no longer mere wage 
earning, but a step related to drought-proofing. 
Government of India have accepted this holistic 
approach of the State Government on 
drought-mitigation. s 

The programme is to provide year-round 
employment, for a period of 5 years, to all 
able-bodied persons in the KBK districts, which now 
form 8 new districts. They have approximately a 
population of 62 lakhs constituting 13 lakh families, 
of which 10 lakh rural families are below poverty line. 
Aim is to provide employment at least to 40% of 
them, i.e., 4 lakh persons for 300 days a year, while 
rejuvenating ecosystem and restoring soil 
productivity. Government of India have encouraged 
the State Government in launching such a massive 
drought-mitigation drive, by advance release of funds 
under various Central Sector Schemes like CRF, 
JRY, ITDA, DPAP, NWDPRA, IWDP, ARWSP, 
DOWCRA, TRYSEM, IRDP, SCA for SC & ST, 
OPP, NPDP, F & F, MFP, etc. The year is divided 
into 3 phases : April 1 to June 30, July 1 to October 
31 and November 1 to March 31. 4 lakhs people 
have to be given employment in the first and the 
third phases, and 2 lakhs during monsoon when 
agricultural operations are on. Accordingly the

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Development of 
Tourism in Orissa 


Very few States of India can offer variety of tourist 
attractions as Orissa does. She is not only rich in 
cultural heritage but also in the sphere of natural 
endowments. The State: has magnificent temples, 
historic monuments, long stretches of golden sea 
beaches, beautiful wild-life, natural Hot Springs and 
various other attractions offéring immense pleasure 
to the tourists. 

Traditionally known as the land of Lord 
Jagannath, Orissa is a potential State for tourists of 
various interest. The innumerable temples scattered 
through out the State ranging from the miniatures on 
the Mahendragiri to the gigantic Jagannath, Lingaraj 
and the Sun Temple have the magic touch to keep 
the visitors spell-bound. Similarly in Western Orissa 
Sambalpur and Sonepur can be called the mini 
temple towns. Out of four distinguished Yogini 
Shrines of India, Orissa has the distinction of having 
two—one at Hirapur near Bhubaneswar and the 
other at Ranipur-Jharial. 

The rock-cut caves of Khandagiri and Udayagiri 
are quite interesting. The Kalinga War-famed 
Dhauligiri close to Bhubaneswar contains the 
rock-edicts of Emperor Ashoka. Another rock-edict of 
the same emperor is found at. Jaugarh in the district 
| of Ganjam. Dhauligiri is of more interest to the 
Buddhist tourists with the Peace Pagoda constructed 
atop the hill in the early seventies. 

Another treasure house for the Buddhists is the 
Ratnagiri-Lalitagiri-Udayagiri complex where once 
stood the famous Puspagiri Buddha Vihar. The 
Chinese Traveller Huien TSang has described the 
Nrusimhanath Plateau in the district of Sambalpur as 
“po-lo-mo-lo-kii" which may be the Parimalagiri 
Buddha Vihar: Recent excavations in a place called 
‘Kurma near Konark has also brought to light remains 
of a Buddha Vihar. 

The pictographic sites of —Vikram-khol in 
Sambalpur district, Yogi Matha and Guda Handi in 
Kalahandi district can provide enough opportunity for 
study of the pre-historic age. 

Like the famed Jagannath Puri one can also find 
number of shrines at Jajpur containing history of 
about three hundred years. It is the famous seat of 
Goddess Viraja and religious rites performed here like 
that of Gaya. Similarly the temple of Nilamadhav at 
Kantilo and the shrine of Nrusimhanath are famous 
seats of worship in Orissa. 

The breath-taking beauty of the flora and fauna of 
Orissa are enormously charming. Orissa contains 


about 21 sanctuaries pulsating with birds and 
animals. Out of them the crocodile sanctuary of 
Tikarapara and Bhittarkanika have earned reputation 
in tourist world. There are perennial waterfalls at 
many places of the State like Harishankar, 
Pradhanpat, Khandadhar, Barehipani, Joranda, ete. 
formed against enthralling hills of scenic beauty. 
More refreshing in winter are the hot sulphur springs 
at Atri, Taptapani, Deulajhari and Tarabalo. While a 
bathing complex is available for tourists at Atri, the 
sulphur water at Taptapani is channelised to the bath 
tubs of the nearby Panthanivas (Tourist Bungalow). 

The lovely beaches of Orissa stretching over 480 
kms. from Chandaneswar to Gopalpur are rated 
among the best in the world. The beach at Chandipur 
in the district of Balasore has a unique indivisuality of 
its own. The water here recedes about five kilometres 
exposing sea bed for the tourists and proceeds 
rhythmically at regular intervals, which is a sight to be 
seen. 

The tie and dye textiles of Western Orissa 
popularly known as Sambalpuri textiles, the Applique 
works of Pipili, the Horn and Soap Stone works of 
Puri, Patta painting of Raghurajpur and the Silver 
filigree of Cuttack are worth possessing souvenirs for 
the near and déar ones at home. 

Orissa is a land of splendid fairs and festivals. One 
can find variety of such festivals in the State almost 
every month. Recently the long cherished Bali Yatra 
Festival is over with the completion of adventurous 
voyage of INSV Samudra from Paradeep to Bali in 
Indonesia. The reputed Konark Festival has already 
become well known for its music and dances, craft 
mela and trekking. Culminate them all is the Cat 
Festival of Puri which is internationally famous for its 
colourful extravaganza. 

Approach to Orissa is now easier with the 
introduction of super fast trains and boeing services: 
The super fast trains now connect Bhubaneswar an 
Puri with important cities of India like Calcutta, Delhi: 
Madras, Bombay, Guwahati, Cochin, Banaras 
Hyderabad and Bangalore. Similarly boeing servic’ 
link Bhubaneswar with Calcutta, Bombay, Madras: 
Hyderabad, Nagpur and Delhi. This 1% 
facilitatedflow of more tourists to Orissa.

Other tourism related. activities 
like water-sports, aero-sports, tourism transport 
service, camping sites, health resorts, amusement 
parks, amenities centres have also been covered by 
Industrial Policy Resolution 1992 which envisages 
entitlement for subsidies. 

The construction of marine drive connecting Puri 
and Konark along the sea shore has not only reduced 
the distance but has exposed a large area for tourism 
and other economic activities. A comprehensive plan 
has been worked out for development of the beach 
oetween Puri and Konark. It has been declared as the 
Special Tourism Area. About 2227 acres of forest 
land has been earmarked in this area for de- 


reservation so as to facilitate construction of hotels, 


beach resorts and other ancillary facilities for tourists. 


The tourist survey and opinions of the Travel 
Trade operators have broadly revealed a potential 
demand for development of Beach Tourism in this 
area. There has been a great emphasis in the plans 
for tourism development to utilise the beach 
ational activities with transport 


and accommodation facilities. The main objective is 
h international and 


to develop beach resort for bot 
domestic tourists. Beach Resort will therefore provide 
facilities for relaxation, leisure and recreation with the 


objectives to attract tourists for spending more than 
two nights. It would include a variety of facilities like 
accommodation, shopping, recreation, water-sports 
and public utilities.

For Budget tourists, a chain of Yatri Nivases are 
being provided in major tourist centres. Such 
accommodation is available at Konark and Satapada 
(Chilka Lake). Panthasalas have been set up at 
popular pilgrimage centres namely, Dhabaleswar, 
Gupteswar, Aradi, Jajpur, Kapilas, Panchlingeswar 
and Chandaneswar-on-sea. A Yatrika of Bharatiya 
Yatri Avas Vihar Samiti is under construction at Puri. 

To attract more tourists from Japan and other 
affluent countries, a Golf Course is being developed 
at Bhubaneswar. An area of about 128 acres of land 
has been earmarked for this purpose in 
Chandrasekharpur area of Bhubaneswar adjacent to 
Hotel Oberoi. It is a multi-crore project and will 
provide facilities to tourists not only for golfing but for 
other sports related activities. 

The existing air strip at Bhubaneswar is not 
suitable for large air crafts as well as chartered flights 
which is essential for increasing international tourists 
traffic to our State. Therefore steps have already 
been taken for lengthening and widening of its 
run-way for receiving such flights. The expansion and 
modernisation of the terminal building is also 
important for this purpose and work on both sectors 


is in progress. 

The expenditure on tourism development plans 
has considerably increased in recent years. 
Government of India in the Ministry of Tourism is 
also supplementing developmental activities in 
different sectors providing financial assistance to 
develop accommodation in Yatrinivases for budget 
tourists and wayside amenities for passengers on 
highways.

Government (Horticulture 
Department) has undertaken massive programme in 
co-ordination with Coconut Board (Zonal Office at 
Bhubaneswar) for coconut plantation of high yielding 
variety through coast line and about 10,000 Kms. of 
casual embankments besides river banks. Coconut 
Board is assisting for scientific plantation through 
demonstration and encouraging farmers by giving 
subsidy @ Rs. 3000 per hectare of coconut 
cultivation out of estimated total cost of Rs. 12,000 
per hectare during 5 years. Out of total area of 
36.408 hectares under coconut cultivation and 
214.40 million nos. of nuts, the four coastal districts 
contribute major share ie. about 90 % as given 
below as per survey report of Horticulture 
Department, Government of Orissa.

Co-operative Coir Corporation" having 


Headquarters at Bhubaneswar providing 31.21 lakhs 
of share capital for its operation. It has opened its 
sales centres at Bhubaneswar, Cuttack, Rourkela, 
Ganjam & Nalconagar, besides its Sales Counter at 9 
Districts. Headquarters through G.M.C.S. for 
marketing the product. Total turn over of the Coir 
Corporation is Rs. 25.67 lakhs during the year 
1992-93. 

Coir Board has also set-up its Regional Coir 
Training & Development Centre at Bhubaneswar and 
its field Centres for training and development of Coir 
Industry in the State by providing both technical and 


financial assistance. 


Scope for Development 

One fibre extraction unit requires full husk of one 
lakh nuts per year. Considering the total production 
of 214.40 million nuts the unit can require 2 (two) 
lakhs of full husk for fibre extraction. But the habit of 
the people of our State is to use the husk for fine 
wood because they are not aware of the fact that 
there is better use of value-added product. Moreover,

Due to 
training facilities and finance available under different 
poverty eradication self-employment schemes, more 


employment potential is to be created under this Coir 
Industries.

Industrial sickness is inevitable in an organisati 
like human body is susceptible to sickness.

Magnitude of the Problem : 


In Industrial sickness between 1976-1990, h 
grown at an annual average growth rate of 18.8 ae 
cent in case of large units; 36 per cent in the case of 
1m units and 23:8 per cent in the case of small 
units.

The industrial policy announced in 1980 and 
1986 succeeded in a big way. As per the data 
supplied by the Directorate of Industries, Orissa, as 
against 57 large and medium and 9,119 small scale 
units with @ total investment of 379 cr. and 
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employment of 1,18,000 persons, there were an 
additional 145 large and medium and 24, 350 small 
industrial units with a total investment of Rs.929 cr. 
were established at the end of 1986. 


An analysis of Table—III reveals that in Orissa 
during the period 1988-89 to 1992-93, 2,156 SSI 
Units, in an average were established with an average 
investment of 53-42cr. creating an 
employment of 14,804 persons. 


average 


Sickness of SSI being a global phenomenon is not 
an exception to Orissa also. In Orissa during the 
period from 1988-89 to 1992-93 the number of sick 
units ii creased from1,335 to 1,371 which comes to 
2-7 per cent. The percentage of sick units to the total 
number of SSI units established up to 1992-93 is less 
than 4 per cent which is less than the national 
percentage of 12.44. A district wise break-up of sick 
SSI units in Orissa shows that (see Table-IV) Cuttack 
district (undivided) has the maximum number of sick 
units (517 units) and Kalahandi has the smallest 
number, i.e. (19 units). 


The Present Study : 


Mayurbhanj is one of the back-ward districts of 
Orissa with a geographical area of 10,418 Sq. Kms. 
and is situated in the northern boundaries of the 
State. The total population of the district is 
18,71,267 (1991 Census). As per 1981 Census 
report the percentage of S.C. and S.T. is 6-8 and 
57-67 respectively. From Table-IV it is found that 
there were 2,238 SSI Units with an investment of 
Rs.1204-03 lakhs employing 12,084 persons as on 
1987-88. But at the end of 1992-93 there were 
3,058 SSI units with an investment of Rs.2028-97 
lakhs employing 16,263 persons. A study of sickness 
of SSI in Mayurbhanj reveals that during the period 
1989-90 to 1992-93 the number of sick units 
increased from 46 to 81 which is around 70 percent. 
This is quite alarming in comparison to the rate of 
sickness in Orissa as well as in India (see Table-ll & 
Ill). The Table further reveals that there is a record 
increase of sick SSI Units from 46 in 1989-90 to 67 
in 1990-91. However the Percentage of sick units to 
the total units comes to 2-7 which is less in 
comparison with Orissa. 


In order to know the specific cause of sickness a 
survey of five industries were made. The industries 
were selected on the basis of places where there is 
larger concentration of industries and also according 
to the nature of product. Mainly industries were 
selected on the basis of their products which have a 
good markei base. As the Purpose of the study is to 
know in spite of much needed demand for their 


won 
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product, why the industries have suffered from 
sickness. 


Out of the five industries selected three are at 
Baripada, the district headquarter of Mayurbhanj and 


-the other two are from Rairangpur, the industrial 


centre of Mayurbhanj district. The profile of the 
industries are reflected in Table No. VI. Analysis of 
the Table shows that out of the five industries three 
have been revived. One concern namely New 
Mayurbhanj Textile Ltd., has been taken over by the 
Government of Orissa. Ratna Refractories, 
Rairangpur, one of the sick industries although 
started in 1985 with a huge capital of 71-28 lakhs, 
yet to start its production and is a case of incipient 
sickness. On tracing the cause of sickness it is seen 
that all the five industries have been gone sick 
because of financial and managerial problem. Three 
industries namely Kaling Tyre and Rubber products, 
New Mayurbhanj Textile and M/s. Shaw Products 
have also suffered from marketing problem. Althouth 
all these three industries propduces consumer 
products which are very much in demand, M/s. Shaw 
Products can be cited as a single case out of the five 
industries which suffers from capacity utilisation. 


From the above facts it is found that the major 
causes of sickness of industries in Mayurbhanj are 
financial, marketing and managerial. Personal 
discussion with the General Manager D. I.C. (District 


Industries Centre) Mayurbhanj also confirms the 
above finding. 


Suggestion and Conclusion : 


The prograss of science and technology, the 
changing pattern of demand, consumption, the 
business cycles all seem to make sickness inevitable. 
Sick industrial units can be properly nursed ana 
rehabilitated by extending relief, fiscal and monetary 
concessions etc. Units which are suffering from 
working capital shortage can be rehabilitated by 
Providing liberal refinance or releasing requisite funds 
by the financial institution and the Government Units 
suffering form managerial and marketing problems 
can be corrected by merger or amalgamation with 
healthier units. This Process enables consolidation ©

The above discussions emphasise the need for a 
concerted and co-ordinated approach by all 
concerned i.e. Government, financial institution, 
labourers and others. But the primary responsibility 
lies with the entrepreneurs to evolve their own 
strategy and measures to deal with the cause which 
have their origin in management inadequacies. 
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It can be concluded that sickness of SSI in 
Mayurbhanj is quite similar with the industries in other 
parts of the country. Since it is a backward district 
more Government patronage rather than individual 
initiative is needed to tackle the problem. Besides hard 
decisions have to be taken in respect of those units 
which cannot be revived through remedial measures 
such as modernisation, amalgamation and merger 
even if they result into ciosure of the units. The final 
remedy lies with the application of a mixed dose of 
liberalisation and regularisation in tackling the financial 
and managerial problem of sickness.

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Scope for 
Development of 
Leather Industries in 


Orissa

Leather Industries mainly come under the Small 
Scale Sector although it can also be organised in 
other sectors. This Industries has vast potentiality in 
Orissa as abundant raw materials, hide and skin of 
very good quality are available in the State. The State 
also does not lack in technical manpower, as qualified 
and skilled personnel needed for the purpose are 
available, So far as marketing of the finished products 
are concerned, the prospects are also bright and one 
may be very optimistic about it. As regards finance 


which is a factor of paramount importance apart 
from Government aid, it can be well provided by 
Banks and other financial institutions to the aspiring 
entrepreneurs to set up such Industries. In one line it 
can be said that the leather industry is quite viable in 
Orissa. In the past it was confined within the cottage 
industry sector. It is only for the first time, during the 
post war reconstruction period, at the initiation of the 
Government, a few departmental schemes were 
introduced. After merger of the princely Estates of 
Boudh and Titilagarh, the existing tanneries located 
at such places alongwith a Shoe Factory at Cuttack 
were taken over by the Government for efficient 


management and boosting up production activities 
and marketing. 


Subsequently with the objective of running the 
schemes on Leather Industry on commercial line and 
successful footing the Government formed Orissa 
State Leather Corporation in the year 1976-77 
providing required share capital and grant. The 
Corporation have taken over all the units which were 
being run departmentally. The Corporation takes up 
production of finished leather footwears and leather 
goods. The Corporation caters to the requirements of 
Government Departments supplying ammunition 
shoes, derby shoes and a host of items of leather 
goods. It is unfortunate that the undertaking has been 
often been fettered with frequent labour problems 
and as such, it has not achieved the desired product. 


Raw Material : 


When we think of the position of raw materials it 
can be said that the State has a long coastal belt 
running across 300 Kms. which provides very good 
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quality of Bovine and ovine hides and skins. The 
districts of Cuttack, Puri, Balasore ‘and Ganjam make 
available hides which are of superior quality and such 
hides are estimated to be of the order of 10 lakh 
pieces. The annual collection of hides from the State 
is estimated to be of the order of 30 lakh pieces and 
the same can be utilised for varieties of items of 
leather goods including footwear. 


The other essential raw materials needed for | 
leather industry are non-edible oil which are extracted 
from Mohua, Neem, Karanja, etc. and these are 
available in plenty in the State. There are oil 
expellers located at different places in the State which 
produce such-edible oil. The forest of the State yield 
tanning materials like Myrobalan, Sunari Bark, 
Keoda leaves, Arjun Bark and Baku! leaves. These 
materials can be utilised for tanning of sole leather 
and at present these are utilised in Boudh Tannery. 
One unit engaged in manufacture of tannin extract 
has been set up at Phulbani and the unit is producing 
reagents required for vegetable tanning. The 
myrobalan extract is processed by the said unit of 
Phulbani which can be utilised for softening hard 
water discharged from the tanneries. 


The State is also rich in mineral resources 
especially chromite, lime stone and aluminium 
compounds, which are required for tannery 
industries. There are factories located at Talcher and 
Kalma in the district of Mayurbhanj engaged in 
production of sodium chromite and basic chromium 
sulphate. There are plants located in Rourkela 
engaged in production of sulphoric and hydrochloric 


acid. There are small scale units located at different 
places like Bhadrak, Balasore which are producing | 


sodium sulphide and such other chemicals required by 


the Tanneries. Bleaching powder, caustic soda are | 


also available from Ganjam. The common salt is an 
important ingredient for preservation of hides. Such 
salts are abundantly available from the salt fields in 
the coastal region of Balasore, Ganjam and Puri. 


Technical Knowhow : 


As regards technical knowhow it may be said that 
the State has a number of artisans in Leather 
Industries who are traditional by nature. In ancient 
days indigenous tools and implements were being 
used. These artisans are scattered in different parts 
almost in all the districts of the State. Some of them 
are skilled flayers and some are very good footwear 
makers. During these years because of location of a 
few tanneries at different places of the State a goo! 
number of skilled tanning personnel have also come 
out.

It so happens because the financial institutions 
are not well informed of the viability and Prospects of 
Leather Industries. 


IPR Incentives : 


In view of growing demand for such items of 
products, the leather industry has been kept in thrust 
area under IPR, 1992. Special incentive Provisions 
have been made in the IPR. Entrepreneurs setting up . 
industries under leather sector are treated as special 
class entrepreneurs. Such special class entrepreneurs 
are allowed 5 per cent extra capital investment 
subsidy subject to an upper limit of Rs. 10-00 lakhs — 
over and above subsidy given in different zones of the 
State. There are also provisions for equity 
participation by Government in setting up of 
industries which are of special advantages in leather 
industry. :

concemed, it may be noted that our State with its 
population of nearly 3-5 crores has the potentiality of 
consumption of about 35 lakhs pairs of foot wears 
including shoes, sandals and chappals. At present, we 
have barely a capacity of manufacturing 5 lakh pairs 
of such products. Hence, there exists a vast scope for 
manufacture of footwears. Besides foot-wear, there is 
also need for manufacturing varieties of leather goods 
like key purses, wallets, leather and synthetic belts, 
ladies handbags etc. 


The main buyers of footwears and a host of 
leather goods are the Government in the 
Departments of Police, Forests, Mining, Excise etc. 
The public sector undertakings like the Stee! Plants 
also consume a lot. The common customer who 
generally goes in for buying reputed brands of leather 
goods is limited in urban conglomeration. Barring the 
requirements of the common consumers met from 
within the State the demand of footwears and 
leather goods is met mainly by import from sister 
States. Products coming from Kanpur, Agra, Andhra 
Pradesh and Calcutta are. sold in our State. 
Government demands are also met partially by 
manufacturers of outside the State. 


So far as manufacture of leather goods is 
concerned it can be said that the State have not 
made much headway. Excepting a few items of safety 
gloves at the manufacturing unit at Rourkela, there is 
no other unit to take up such production activity. 
Besides the scope of manufacturing of leather goods, 
there is also need to manufacture sports goods 
utilising leather and synthetic products as raw 
materials. Manufacture of football, volley ball, cricket 
ball and varieties of other products to meet the 
requirements of sports and games can be taken up in 


the State for which a good market prospect is in 
existence. 


Export of Indian leather goods is expected to be 
doubled to the value of Rs. 6,300-00 crores by 
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the Academy is also now in circulation.

1994-95 as against 1991-92 level of Rs. 3,076.00 
crbres. According to official figures leather exports 
registered an increase 20 to 45 per cent during 
1991-92 over the previous year exports of about 
Rs. 2,554-00 crores. The value of production which 
has tabled to nearly Rs. 5,300 crores in the past 7 
years is expected to exceed Rs.10,000-00 crores by 
1994-95, According to official projection, the 
domestic footwear industry has the potential of, | 
capturing export upto 10 per cent. The reason for 
such vast and so far untapped potential is due to 15 
per cent of total world's livestock potential being 
available in our country. The poor realisation of the 
vast potential of live stock population to boost 
footwear exports (despite the availability of cheap 
labour) is that “80 per cent of domestic footwear 
industry is concentrated in cottage and tiny sector”. 
These products from such tiny sector are unable to 
compete in the international field. Exports are 
expected to go significantly high in the coming years 
in this sector in view of the opportunities available 
and the liberalisation process that has been initiated. 


The growth rate is expected to be of the order of 
30 per cent in the footwear sector and 25 per cent in 
leather garment sector. Such growth rate is expected 
to take exports to the level of production 40 crore 
pairs of leather shoes, 3 crore pieces of small leather 
goods in the country. 


At the moment, main inhibiting factor is the 
stringent rules imposed by the State Pollution and 
Control Board which is posing @ great problem for 
the growth of Leather Industry. It is expected that 
the Board should clearly prescribe measures to be 
taken by the tanneries while establishing the 
manufacturing units so as to become economically 
viable.

Magic cures are caused by special herbs or stones

Sorcery or Spirit Cure 


This is caused by calling some Spirit or village 
Deity (Gramdevi, Maili, Pendragadian etc.) on the 
head of a Gunia or Ojha and praying it for a cure. He 
prescribes some special puja, oblation or sacrifice, 
which done, the village folk are satisfied that he has 
done what he could do for the cure 


Snake and Scorpion Bites 


Snake and scorpion bites are common in village 
areas. They are generally treated by mantra and 
herbs. There are specialists called Visha Vaidya or 
Garudi_ the follower of Garuda, the deadliest enemy 
of the snake community. They get themselves 
immunised by taking some Jari-booti or a special 
course of snake venom under the guidance of a Guru 
and follow some restrictions. They immediately suck 
the bite and apply some herbal medicine over the 
wound, orally or in the nostrils or eyes. These herbs 
or roots are called GADA (Sanskrit Agada ). They 
chant mantras, while performing Jhadan and 
Fookan etc. They recite long puranic gathas_ of 
snake subjugation like Kaliyamardan, Bharsambhar 
Padmatola etc, Village people firmly believe in these, 
but these are not always successful or guaranteed. 


Another village treatment for snake bite is quite 
scientific. As soon as a snake bites a man, as quickly 
as possible the site of the bite is inciséd and a hen 
brought and her anus is pressed against it. The hen 
sucks the venom and dies, This is repeated again and 
again till no hen dies and the person gets cured.
